The spirit of giving, which 
began under an ancient star still 
shining in the hearts of men, is an 
expression of that conviction. At 
Christmas all worldly joys are sub- 
ordinated to the one joy of kind- 
ness—including that outpouring of 
fellowship and sympathy in which 
the poorest can share as lavishly 
as the rich. 

This, too, brings peace—the peace 
within, which makes us realize . - |
